whose axes of rotation lie in a common plane (E) in at l<.ast one 
movement position of the roof (2), such that dU least on<- 
additional support (25) of the upper roof part (7) or .a :-e^ 
P^^t located in front of the rear- roof part (3) is pj ovided 
for supporting the roof upper part (7) with respect to tie 
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automobile body (20) at^ wherein the additional support is 
active in that at least one movement position of tha roof

2. (Previously Presented) Convertible (1) in accordance 
with Claim 1, wherein the multijoint linkage (9, 10; 11, 12) 
forms a four-bar linkage. 

3. (Currently Amended) Convertible (1) in accorda ice with 
Claim 1, wherein the main pe©t posts (4) , on the one Ugu - t^and 
the middle section (5) r - on the other hand, ■■■Constitute pa -ts of 
an articulated parallelogram. 

4. (Currently Amended) Convertible (1) in accordance with 
Claim 1, wherein during part of ^ roof opening or clos. ng 
movement movements , thft main pests (4) , on t he ona haii^ and the 
middle section (5 ), on tho other hand, form a multijoint linkage 
(9, 10/ 11, 12), and during part of the movement, the main posts 
(4) and the additional support (25) form a multijoint lii kage 

(9, 10; 32, 33) . 
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5. (Currently Amended) Convertible (1) in accordance with 
Claim 4, wherein during part of the roof opening or closing 
movement, the main posts {d)^ on the onc^-Wetr- and Uie middle 
section (5), on the othor hand, form an articulated 
parallelogram, and during part of the movement, the main posts 
(4) and the additional support (25) form an articulated 
psrallQlogram. 

6. (Currently Amended) Convertible in accordance \'ith 
Claim 1, wherein the additional support (25) supports a-^ ront 
roof part (7) uj . the front root part (7) with respect to the 
automobile body (20). 

7. (Previously Presented) Convertible in accordance with 
Claim 1, wherein exactly one additional support (25) is 
installed on each side of the vehicle. 

8. (Currently Amended) Convertible in accordance Claim 1, 
wherein the support (25) or each support (25) is ^esi^ned-ae a 
link that is itaclf elastic or is elastic In at least one of its 
connections (32; 33). 
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9. (Currently Amended) Convertible in accordance ^ith 
Claim 1, wherein the articulation (11) of the middle section (5) 
on the automobile body (20) and the articulation (12) of the 
middle section (5) on the upper roof part (7) are each situated 
above -fefee planes of the respective articulations (9; 10) of the 
main post (4) . 

10. (Currently Amended) Convertible in accordance vith 
Claim 9, wherein in ^fcfee an open state of the roof (2) , t le rear 
window (6) is held above the main posts (4) . 

11. (Previously Presented) Convertible in accnrH^n with 
Claim 1, wherein the middle section (5) is formed a$ a r jar 
window (6) essentially over its entire height. 

12. (Currently Amended) Convertible in accordance -^ith 
Claim 1, wherein a panel (13) , whloh io aooigft ed^^ moun .ed on 
the upper roof part (7)-hH- is supported in lateral guide; LG ift 
fir ti - eh a way tha - t - it ccin be mov ed so as to be movable 
longitudinally. 
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13. (Currently Amended) Movabl -e A movable vehicle roof (2) 
for a convertible (l) comprising at least a rear roof pa ct (31 
and an upper ro of part. (7) wh<area,n the rear roof part (3 ) 
extends at least b etween a belt line (L) and a- the upper roof 
part (7), which is located above a passenger compartment and in 
front of the rear r oof part (3), the rear roof part (3) laving a 
m'iddle s action (5) that encloses a rear window (6) and b ilnq 
located between lat eral main posts (4) when the roof is ilpsed. 
wherein the main posts and the middle section (5) are ea :h 
rotationally conn ected both with the automobile bodv (20 and 
with the upper roo f part (7) by joints (9, 10; 11, 12), /hich 
form a multijoint linlcaqe wh ose axes of rotation lie in .i nommon 
plane ( E) in at least one movement position of the roof .2) , 
such that at leas t one additional support (25) of the upper roof 
part (7) located in front of the rear roof part (3) is p. ovided 
for supporting the roof upper part (7) with respoct to ti e 
automobile bodv ( 20) wherein the additional support is at:tive in 
that at least one movement position of the roof (2) . 
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
